A waste container ass e mbly has a sh e ll with a contiguous shell sid e wall. Th e sid e 
wall defin e s an open bottom, an open sh e ll top, and a shell int e rior d e fin e d within the shell 
sid e wall. A substantially rigid ins e rt has a clos e d bottom, an open ins e rt top, and a 
contiguous ins e rt sid e wall. The closed bottom and th e ins e rt sid e wall tog e ther d e fin e an 
int e rior for r e fuse coll e ction. The insert is received substantially within th e shell int e rior with 
the op e n insert top acc e ssibl e through th e open sh e ll top. A cover has a top pan e l, a skirt 
depending from a p e rimeter of th e top pan e l, and a r e fuse op e ning. Th e skirt is adapted to 
ov e rlie a portion of an upp e r e nd of th e contiguous sh e ll wall when installed. 

A modular towel and windshield washer fluid dispenser unit has a bezel with a front 
and a back. One or more product dispensers is carried on the front of the bezel. The product 
can include one or both of a towel dispenser and a windshield washer fluid bucket. A 
mounting structure carried on the back of the bezel is constructed and arranged to removably 
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attach the dispenser unit to a selected one of at least two different mounting device options of 
a modular system. The device options can include one or more of a pole mounting device 
and a waste container. 
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
